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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 44-46 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/06/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

"wherein the composition of the droplet on the surface... differs from the 
composition. . .after dispensing" is new matter that was not in the specification or claims as 
originally filed. 

The applicant is requested to cancel new matter. 
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4. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

"wherein a temperature of the droplet decreases after being dispensed" is new matter that 
was not in the specification or claims as originally filed. 
The applicant is requested to cancel new matter.

Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 36-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Faris et al 
(USs2003/0047688). 

'688 teaches controlling movement of droplets by optical trapping of droplets, which 
may contain biological materials such as DNA, which are being applied to substrates such as 
those used in medical diagnostics. Multiple beams may be used [0017-0091]. 

Medical diagnostics is included in medical devices. 

The movement may be on a fluid-transporting surface [0003] or it may be levitation away 
from the surface [0073] - [0074], thus having a flight path. Droplet size may be monitored, and 
the droplet may be levitated until it stalls out as the radiation pressure becomes equal to the 
weight. '688 additionally teaches that the droplet moves away from the focus of the light beam, 
thus moving the droplet outside the influence of the light beam [0073]-[0074]. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 5, 27-33 and 35 are allowed. 

9. Claim 42 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
